Th e “urgency ” deficiency bill 
was announced from th o h ouse and Ed­ 
munds objected to th e second reading, wh ich 
will, if insisted upon, defeat th e bill.

Th e conference report on th e naval appro­ 
priation was received and agreed to. 
It ap- 
propria .es about $11,000,000 for a new' navv. 
Th o deficiency bill was th en considered and 
h number of amendments agroedto, and at an 
early h our Friday morning th e senate was 
h ii 
n session. 
Tne h ouse refused to pass th e bill granting 
arrears of pension to Th omas S. Hopkins 
over th o president’s veto, and agreed to th o 
confer, me report on th e bill for reference 
by congress of all claims ex cept pension 
claims to th e court of claims for adjudica­ 
tion. 
An attempt to suspend th e rules and 
pass th e bill modify ing th e sy stem of inter­ 
nal revenue tax ation failed, and th en th e 
veto of th o bill granting a pension to Sarah 
Ann Bradley was sustained. 
Th e senate bill 
appropriating $300,000 to purch ase a site for 
a postotHco at San Francisco was passed un­ 
der suspension of th e rules, as was also th e 
bill repealing th o teuure-of office act; also 
auth orizing th e war secretary to accept a 
tract of land near Ch icago for a military 
post, th e tract being donated by th e Com­ 
mercial club of Ch icago.

Th e h ouse th en took 
recess uutil 8 p. m. 
Wh ou th e nouse reas­ 
sembled th e bill admitting free cf duty arti­ 
cles for ex h ibition at th e Minneapolis ex po­ 
sition was passed, th e senate amendments to 
th e legislative bill non-concurred in, and un­ 
der suspension of th e rules an “ urgency ” de­ 
ficiency bill as a substitute for th o regulai* 
dcflcioncy bill passed.

NO PENSION FOR MRS. LOGAN. 


Th e House Refuses to Suspend th e Bales 
and lh iss th e B il l. 
W ash in g to n C it y , March 4 .—During th e 
evening session of th o h ouse dbursday Hen­ 
derson of Iowa called up th o bill to pension 
at $2,000 a y ear th o widow of Gen. Joh n A. 
Logan, and earnestly urged its passage, inov* 
ing th at th e rules be suspended. 
“ Will th is 
noble woman,” h o asked, “ th e widow of th o 
republic, left to us because of th o devotion cf 
h er h usbaud to th e country , bo denied th o 
recognition demanded by th e volunteer sur­ 
vivors of th e w arf’ 
He trusted not, and 
would no t beg for th o passaga of th o bill. 
Th ere were precedents for th is bill in th e 
pension? to the wido ws o f 
Admirals Farra- 
gut and Gens. Tho mas and Hanco ck.” 
Tarsney o f Misso uri wanted Henderso n to 
bear in mind when he talked o f the admirals 
and generals that no t they alo ne were the 
v ictims. Tens o f tho usands o f humble so l­ 
diers, with unmarked grav es bey o nd the Po ­ 


tomac, h ad never been h eard of in th e h ails 
of congress asking for pensions, and h e pro­ 
tested against voting a pension to th e family 
of th e distinguish ed “ statesman,” not soldier. 
Gen. Logan was not in th e service at th e 
time of h is death , like Farragut and Th omas, 
and in this instance th e h ouse was asked to 
force a civil pension list upon th e American 
people. 
Cannon of Illinois urged th e passage of th e 
bUl as a tribute on th e part of a grateful 
country to th e widow of a man wh o serve» ! 
it welL 
Randall was ready to make an ex ceptional 
case of th is on beh alf of th e widow of Gen. 
Logan, as h e h ad done in th e cises of th e 
w idows of Gen. Th omas and Admiral Far­ 
ragut, and in say ing th is h e but spoke th e 
sentiment of th o people be represented. 
Matson th ough t giving $2,000 pensions to 
th ose wh o did not need th em tended to build­ 
ing up an aristocracy with money wrung 
out of th e sweat of th e people. 
Henderson’s motion was reject© i. 


Apprehensiv e o f the Military . 
W ashingto n 
City , March 
4.—When 
Adams o f Illino is mo v ed in the ho use Thurs­ 
day to » upend the rules and pass the bill 
autho rizing the secretary o f war to accept 
fro m the Co mmercial club o f Chicago a tract 
o f land near that city to be used fo r a mili­ 
tary po st, O’Neill o f Misso uri said the bill was 
the o utgro wth o f the Chicago labo r tro ubles. 
While the do natio n might lo o k like a gener­ 
o us act, he was no t aware that the go v ern­ 
ment wished to be in the po sitio n o f accept­ 
ing land fro m co rpo ratio ns o n which to erect 
barracks. 
When the go v ernment wanted 
land o n which to cry stallize tro o ps to o v er­ 
awe the peo ple,it co uld affo rd to purchase It. 
Weav er said the bill was an indicatio n o f 
the tendency o f the republic to -day . 
It was 
false to say that the peo ple o f Chicago , who 
were suffering under the eco no mic laws o f 
go v ernment, were Co mmunists. 
He warned 
the ho use in the name o f the labo ring men 
no t to pass legislatio n that lo o ked to the 
o v erawing o f the peo ple. 
Adams said that this pro ject had o rigin­ 
ated with Gen. Sheridan, who wished an 
army po et near the great railway centers. 


Repo rt o n the Go uld Strike. 
Washington City, March 4 —Chairman 
Curtin o f the select co mmittee created by 
the ho use o f representativ es to inquire into 
tho cause and ex tent o f western railro ad 
strikes has submitted the repo rt o f that co m­ 
mittee. 
By far the larger part o f the repo rt 
is dev o ted to a histo ry o f the o rigin and pro ­ 
gress o f the Misso uri Pacific strike and a re­ 
capitulatio n cf the testimo ny taken by the 
co mmittee. 
The repo rt say s wo rkmen hav e 
tho right to co mbine to enfo rce their 
demands in a lawful way , but no right 
to say no bo dy else shall wo rk in the places 
they hav e quit, no r hav e they a right to o b­ 
struct the jwrfo rmance o f the wo rk they re­ 
fuse to do themselv es. 
Arbitratio n is no t 
co nsidered a so lutio n o f the pro blem. 
The 
co mmittee thinks the men o n the Go uld ro ads 
had griev ances that justified them in their 
actio n o f demanding their abatement, and 
declares that the practice o f blacklisting has 
no legitimate place in the United States. 


W hat the President Is Do ing. 
W as h in g to n C ity , March 4.—The pres­ 
ident Th ursday signed the agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill. 
He also put his signature 
to th e Canadian retaliato ry bill and the bills 
to establish agricultural ex periment statio ns 
and to build a branch ho me fo r so ldiers west 
of th e Rocky mo untains. 
At a late ho ur 
Th ursday nigh t h e anno unced his appro v al 
of th e bill to repeal the tenure o f office act; 
bill providing for investigation of Pacific 
railroads, and a long list of oth ers, including 
all th e important bills before h im, ex cept 
appropriation 
bills and 
th e anti-Poly g- 
amy and trade lollar bills. 
In reference to 
th eso two measures, h e announced th at h e 
h eartily approved of th oir purposes and was 
unwilling to veto th em, but some of th eir 
provisions were of a ch aracter wh ich h e was 
unwilling to formally approve. 


Tli© A pp ro p riatio n f o r a Nav y . 
W ash in g to n C ity , March 4.—Th e naval 
appropriation bill as agreod upon in confer­ 
ence Th ursday nigh t makes th e same appro­ 
priation for increase of th e navy as was pro­ 
posed in th e original h ouse bill 
In its pres­ 
ent sh ape th e bill provides for two cruisers 
and two gunboat*; also two coast defense 
vessels. 
For torpedoes $50,000 is appropri­ 
ated, and th e provision for th e naval war 
college is ex cluded. 
Th e two fast cruisers 
are limited to a cost of $3,000,000, one-h alf of 
wh ich sum is appropriated in 
the bill. 
Toward th e construction of 
the double-tur- 
rete» l monitors $2,41ft),000 is appropriated. 
An appropriation of $2,128 ,363 is made for 
th e armament of v essels pro v ided 
for in the 
acts of ’85 and *80, and the unfinished moni­ 
tors. 
For procuring and testing of arm or 
and gun steel, $ 4,000,000 is appropriated. 


Disagreement o n Pre-Em ptio n Repeal.

greement h as lieen reported to th e two h ouses 
by th e conference committee on th e bill re­ 
pealing th e pre-emption, timber culture and 
desert land laws. 
A statement h as been pre­ 
pared by th e conferreos on th e part of th e 
h ouse incorporating a correspondence be­ 
tween th em and th e senate conferrees, sh ow­ 
ing th e points of difference, and th e proposi­ 
tions made by each h ouse with a view to 
reach ing an agreem ent Th e correspondence 
relates to all th e details and tech nicalities in 
th e dispute, and discloses th e fact th at th o 
points of difference were so various th at at 
no time was th ere any real h ope th at an ad­ 
justment of th e differences could be reach ed.

Gray made a flank mo v ement o n tho Repub­ 
licans in the matter o f the bill pro v iding fo r 
a mo nument to the so ldiers o f Indiana in the 
Into war. 
The bill was passed by the senate 
and h ouse— the ho use last—and instead o f 
being sent back to the senate fo r Chairman 
Smith ’s signature, Lieutenant Go v erno r 
Rob­ 
ertson and tho speaker signed it, and in this 
sh ape it was sent directly to the go v erno r. 
Th ursday mo rning the go v erno r sent the bill 
to tho 
senate and President Smith’s attentio n 
was called to the signatures upo n It. 
Turn­ 
ing to the secretary , he said: “ Erase the 
name o f R. S. Ro berteo n and pass that bill 
back here.” The so cro tary dipped his pen 
into the re» l ink, drew it sev eral times acro ss 
Ro bertso n’s name, and handed the bill tc 
Smith. 
The latter affix ed his name as pres­ 
ident o f the senate, and the bill was returned 
to the go v erno r, who also attached his signa­ 
ture. 
He then sent a message to the ho use, 
reciting the fact that the state co nstitutio n 
required that all bills and jo int reso lutio ns 
pasted shall be signed by the presiding o ffi­ 
cers o f the two ho uses; that the jo int rules 
also make the same pro v isio ns; that the 
present o rganizatio n o f the senate had been 
frequently reco gnized by the ho uae, and 
that members o f bo th ho uses hav e drawn 
per diem o n the certificates o f the presiding 
o fficers. 
He say s that if he had appro v ed 
the bill in the fo rm it reached him, there 
wo uld certainly be no questio n o t its inv alid­ 
ity . 
In co nclusio n, he say s: 
“ I can no t 
sanctio n a pro ceeding which wo uld inev ita­ 
bly prev ent the bill fro m beco ming a law, 
and, believ ing that the so ldiers and sailo rs 
o f Indiana, and the peo ple generally , desire 
the legal passage o f the bill pro v iding fo r the 
erectio n o f a so ldiers' and sailo rs’ mo nument, 
I hav e caused the bill to be transmitted to 
the senate, and it has been returned to me 
fo r appro v al, signed by the presidimg o fficer 
and the secretary o f state.” The ho use to o k 
no actio n, and it is reaso nably certain that it 
will no t. A number o f senate bills, passed 
and transmitted to the bo use befo re the 
passage o f the no n-interco urse reso lutio n, 
were passed by the ho use Thursday , but the 
Itepu licans say that no mo re will be trans­ 
mitted to the go v erno r. 
A jo int caucus o f the Demo crats o f the 
ho use and senate was held Thursday night 
and a co mmittee o f fo ur members o f each 
ho use was appo inted to draw up an address 
to tho peo ple. 
It was suggested that no mi­ 
natio ns bo made fo r trustees o f the benev o ­ 
lent institutio ns, directo rs o f the priso ns, and 
stato librarian and statistician, but this was 
deemed inex pedient, and the go v erno r was 
left free to make his o wn selectio ns. 
The 
caucus determined no t to reco gnize Ro bert­ 
so n, but to pass any bills acted upo n by the 
ho use if they were sent o v er to the senate. 
The actio n of the caucus v irtually ends all 
ho pes o f a co mpro mise and an adjo urnment 
will follow Mo nday .

The chan ge prod u ced in there girls by the 
lapse of a few years is pain fu l to observe. No 
matron ly graces ore to bo seen amon g them 
after their girlhood d ays are past. 
That 
charmin g mid d le stage of matu rin g woman ­ 
hood, liet ween the freshn ess an d bu oyan cy of 
the girl of 20 an d the woman of 35 or 40, is 
absen t. 
The heighten ed color oft lie cheeks is 
gone. 
The 03*0« are su n ken , and wear a con ­ 
stant look of sad n ess an d an xiety. Gray hair 
in heads ovu r which a score an d a half of 
y ears hav e ern rcely fu ssed , an d d eep lin es in 
faces which should show n o trace of age for 
y ears to come, are rather the ru le than the* 
ex ception. These women, besid es su fferin g 
from all the inev itable sorrows which fall to 
woman's lot, n o m atter In what station she 
may be placed, hav e an ad d ed in ten se an d 
perpetual sorrow all their own . Theirs is a 
life o f continual susi>enso and an xiety, which 
is almost certain in time to be embittered by 
an ov erwhelming grief. 
LACK OP MATRONLY BEAUTY. 
‘The most obtu se observer n<*ed s n ot ask 
the cau se of this lack of complete matron ly 
beau ty amon g these women , whose bu d d in g

Livin g in n either of these 
con ven ien t cou n tries, bu t in tho Un ited 
States, if he mu st have armorial bearin gs 
there is ju st <» ne thin g to be d on e—he mu st 
steal tlHu n .

Den n is; first lord of Castletod d y, Castletod d y, 
Cou n ty Mayo, Irelan d . 
"No, n o,” says the hon orable Jon es. 
"Ou r 
famil5r are En glish 
d eseon t.” 
A few* more pages of the peerage are tu rn ed 
over u n til the n ame of Jon es appears again , 
this time as an En glish peer, prefixed by five 
or six Christian n ain es, an d with an ad d i­ 
tion al su rn ame that the head of the En glish 
hou se has been permitted to assu me by rxvyal 
licen se. This n obleman has on estate in 
Devon shire, 
“There we have it,” cries the con scien tiou s 
Jon es. 
“I have heard that my gran d father 
came from Devon shire.” 
In mu ch the same wa5% u n d ou bted ly, th« » 
American citizen wen t to work searchin g the 
archives of his family, with a resu lt that 
ed ified the Du ke of Su therlan d by the sight of 
his own carriage, which he su pposed to be 
sn u gly restin g in the stables of Stafford hou se, 
rollin g alon g Fifth aven u e, emblazon ed with 
the arms of his family an d likewise the su p­ 
porters, which can o nly be u sed by a peer of 
the realm, the whole su rmou n ted with a d u cai 
coron et.—Willis Steelle in Chicago Times.

UNEQUAL FORCES ENGAGED. 
The Armstron g was a little brig of bu t 210 
ton s, carryin g bu t seven gu n s an d n in ety 
men . She was attacked in the n eu tral waters 
of tho Azore islan d s by a British squ ad ron , 
con sistin g of the ship of the lin e Plan tagen et, 
the frigate Rota u n « i the sloop of war Carn a­ 
tion , with a total amou n t of Id»» gu n s an d 
2, 000 men . 
The British lost over . ’>00 
of their 
pick« *« ! men n n « l officers in killed an d wou n d ed , 
while the Armstron g lost bu t tw*o kille« ! ami 
seven wou n d ed . The n otion has well l>eon 
called the “Therrn opyln * of the Ocean ,” for n o 
n aval battle in n rr icn t «>r mod ern history is 
comparable with that of the Armstron g at 
Fayal, cither n - f > the u n equ al forces en gaged , 
i<* u n yield in g ami in flexible l» iav« *ry of hei 
officers an d crew, n or as t«> the gran d resu lts 
which followed in the d efeat of the Briti I 
I'XiHxn tu m again st Lou i>ian a. 
The height of h« T« » isni an d roman tic chiv 
Urv were d isplayed by Capt. Reid an d hi 
« •row in the In s. act of this cxtraord in aiy 
n aval d rama. 
After scu ttlin g his vessel to 
save her from captu re ho ven t ashore with 
men an d arms, when ti» e comman d er « jf 
the squ ad ron . Ad miral Lloyd , d eman d ed tin ii 
su rren d er ami fhrcaten eil to sen d 500 men to 
take them. 
Reid retired with his men to an 
«»Id gothic con ven t, whieh hefortilieil, kn m*ked 
1 way tho « lrawbrid ge, ran u p the American 
Hag an d bad e tho en emy d efian ce. 
Lloyd 
qu ailed u n d er this last exhibition of heroic 
cou rage, sayin g they were d emon s an d n ot 
men . 
The squ ad ron u n d er Lloyd w as on its wa> 
to the islan d of Jamaica to join the great 
fl« H't assembled there u n d er Ad miral Lord 
Cochran e, afterward Earl of Du n d on ald , who 
w as con fid en tially in tru sted with tho secret 
exj>e<htiori for the con qu est of Lou isian a. 
The lu st hope of En glan d to wrest the con trol 
of the Mississippi river an d the provin ce of 
liou isian a from Fran ce ha« I been foiled by 
Napoleon , who, seein g that he had 110 mean s 
of protectin g it from the con qu est of En g­ 
lan d , ce« ied it to the Un itetl » States in 1805. 
THE FORTUNATE RESULTS. 
On the d eclaration of w ar by the Un ited 
States, in 1812, En glan d ’s eyes w*ere on ce 
more tu rn ed to tho coveted possession , an d , 
after 
makin g 
a 
d emon stration 
again st 
Washin gton an d Baltimore, she assembled 
her combin ed fleets, n o lon ger n eed ed for the 
blockad es of the Fren ch coasts, at Nt^ril b« \*, 
Jamaica, to carry ou t this great d esign . The 
crippled con d ition of Lloyd 's squ ad ron had 
created a tlela5* of over ten d ays in repairin g 
« lamages, as they were occu pied three d ays 
d on e in bu ryin g their d ead . On the arrival 
of Lloy« i at Jamaica a fu rther d elay of a week 
took place, Ad miral Lord Cochran e bein g 
fu riou s at Lloyd 's d isaster, whieh fin ally 
proved fatal to the ex]» ed ition . The fleet d id 
n ot arrive off Lake Bosqu e u n til fou r d ays 
after the arrival of Gen . Jackson with his 
forces, which l» arel5T gave him time to make 
a d efen se, so that, had the fleet arrived ten 
« lays soon er, when New Orlean s an d the 
coast was u tterly d efen seless, an easy con ­ 
qu est wou ld have been mad e, an d on ce in 
possession it is d ou btfu l if the treaty of jjeace 
wou ld have been ratified by En glan d . Thu s 
it is clearly d emon strated that if Capt. Reid 
had su rren d ered his vessel again st su ch an 
overwhelmin g force, which he might have 
d on e withou t tho impu tation of coward ice, 
Lou isian a might to-d ay l» e u n d er the flag of 
St. George. 
To Capt. Reid is n ot on ly d u e the <*re<lit of 
this victory, bu t its gen eral resu lts in savin g 
a d omain n ow more than three times larger 
than the territory of Fran ce, an d it is worthy 
to be remembered that this gallan t sailor be­ 
came afterward the d esign er of the presen t 
form of the Un ited Btates flag, as ad opted b>? 
con gress in 1818. His n ame an d fame d eserve 
to be commemorated , an d con gress shou ld 
show the gratitu d e of tho people by makin g 
an appropriation for a su bstan tial an d en ­ 
d u rin g testimon ial to his bravery an « l u sefu l­ 
n ess.—Cor. New York Times.
